THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Basford  Union  Rural  Sanitary  District  consists  of  thirt3'’-five 
separate  parishes,  having  a total  area  of  73,404  acres,  and  a population 
of  58,01 1 Iversons.

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Tho  general  facts  whicli  are  brought  into  prominence  by  a con- 
sideration of  tlie  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  1893,  are  of  a reassuring 
character  ; for,  despite  the  large  amount  of  Infectious  Disease  which 
prevailed  both  in  this  District  and  in  the  localities  closely  surrounding  it, 
none  of  the  figures  or  rates  are  indicative  of  very  serious  conditions. 
There  are  some  instances,  however  (which  I have  pointed  out  under  the 
different  headings  of  this  Report),  where  a much  higher  standard  should 
be  aimed  at. 

The  birth-rate  was  37-9;  the  general  death  rate  15-7;  and  the 
zymotic  death-rate  2-02  per  1000  persons  estimated  to  be  living  at  the 
middle  of  the  year. 

The  Infant  death-rate  {i.e.  of  children  under  1 year),  was  149 ’32 
per  1000  total  births. 

Two  limited  outbreaks  of  Small-pox  occurred  during  the  year,  but 
isolation,  accompanied  by  other  active  measures  which  were  adopted, 
proved  successful  in  preventing  a serious  epidemic. 

Cases  of  Diarrhoea  and  Enteric  Fever — diseases  which  so  regularly 
appear  in  the  early  autumn  following  a dry  and  hot  summer — were  very 
numerous ; more  cases  of  the  latter  disease  having  been  reported  than 
during  any  year  on  record. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  widely  scattered  throughout  the  District  duriug 
the  whole  year,  but  the  mortality  was  extremely  small. 

Influenza  was  by  no  means  absent;  28  deaths  having  been  ascribed 
as  directly  or  indirectly  due  to  this  complaint. 

Considerable  advance  has  been  made  in  the  preparatory  arrange- 
ments for  carrying  out  the  Eastwood  and  Gi’easley,  and  the  Codnor  and 
Loscoe  Sewage  Schemes,  and  also  the  Selston  Water  Scheme. 

The  preparations  for  an  Isolation  Hospital  have  advanced  so  far, 
that  plans  have  been  prepared  and  adopted,  and  a loan  has  been  applied 
for  to  cany  out  the  work. 

Mr.  Rossell,  Inspector  of  Canal  Boats  for  the  District,  was  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year  appointed  also  Inspector  of  Dairies,  Cowsheds, 
and  Milk-shops,  to  put  into  effect  the  Order  of  1885,  for  the  registration 
of  cow-koopers,  dairymen,  and  purveyors  of  milk,  and  the  inspection  of 
promises  where  cows  are  kept  or  the  sale  of  milk  is  carried  on. 
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Oil  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Parker,  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and 
Surveyor  to  the  Authority,  in  October  last,  it  was  decided,  considering 
the  increasing  sanitary  requirements,  to  divide  the  District  into  two 
parts  and  to  appoint  separate  Inspectors  for  each  division  to  act  under 
the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health ; one  to  reside  in 
Nottingham,  and  one  at  Kimberley — these  being  deemed  the  most 
convenient  points  to  work  from.

respectively  appointed  to  No.  1 and  No.  2 Districts,  the  former  to 
reside  at  Kimberley,  and  the  latter  in  Nottingham,  and  their  duties 
commenced  on  December  11,  Offices  have  been  provided  at  Basford 
(Public  Offices,  Nottingham  Eoad),  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
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and  Inspectors  attend  each  Friday  morning  from  10.0  to  1.0,  to  receive 
complaints,  arrange  visits  of  inspection,  consult  as  to  the  routine 
work,  &c. 

These  arrangements  are  so  far,  perfectly  satisfactory. 

Tables  of  Statistics  are  placed  at  the  end,  viz : — A and  B required 
by  the  Local  Government  Board,  the  figures  in  them  are  now  separated 
by  request  for  the  information  of  the  County  Councils  of  Notts,  and 
Derbyshire,  but  are  not  separately  printed  in  this  report;  the  tables  1-5 
recommended  by  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  ; and  two 
tables  giving  the  meteorological  conditions  at  different  points  in  and 
around  the  District. 

A table  is  given  at  page  40  in  which  all  infectious  diseases  notified 
during  the  year,  are  classified  as  to  parishes  or  distant  localities  in  which 
they  occurred,  and  as  to  the  month  of  occui-rence.  A chart  after 
page  28  shows  graphicallj'  the  proportion  of  deaths  to  cases  from  the 
notifiable  diseases  throughout  the  year. 

Statistics  not  belonging  to  this  District,  and  quoted  for  comparison, 
are  mostly  derived  from  the  “Quarterly  Keturns  ” of  the  Eegistrar 
General,  which  are  subject  to  revision  when  the  causes  of  death  and 
other  details  are  finally  classified  and  tabulated  for  publication  in  his 
Annual  Eeport.  There  may,  therefore,  be  a slight  difference  between 
some  of  the  lates  here  given  and  those  obtained  at  a later  period  of 
the  year,  but  there  will  not.  I think,  be  sufficient  to  cause  any  serious 
error,  or  to  affect  any  general  conclusion  derived  therefrom. 


Births.  — There  were  2,009  births  registered  during  the  year — the 
highest  number  ever  recorded.  Previous  to  this,  1891,  with  only  21 
less,  was  the  maximum  year.  Of  these,  1,011  were  males  and  998 
females.  Among  the  males  50,  and  among  the  females  44  were 
illegitimate.

The  natural  increase,  i.e..  tbo  excess  of  Births  over  deaths,  was 
1173;  and  the  birth-rate  equal  to  37-9  per  1,000.  This  rate  is  1'4 
above  the  annual  average  in  the  district  for  Ihe  past  10  years  ; and  7T 
above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  1893,  which  was  30-8. 


Deaths. — These  bave  amounted  to  836,  i.e.  118  less  than  in  1892, 
and  6 below  the  average  for  the  last  10  years.  It  will  be  seen,  by 
reference  to  Table  III.,  that  the  diminution  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
1892  occurs  among  (1)  Miasmatic  diseases— principally  whooping-cough 
and  measles,  and  ( 2 ) local  diseases — especially  circulatory  and 
respiratory.

The  Infcint  Dea,th-ra.te  was  149'32  per  lOOO  registered 
births;  358’85  per  1000  total  deaths;  and  5 6 per  1000  living. 

In  England  and  Wales  the  proportion  was  159  per  1000  registered 
births  in  1893,  and  the  near  proportion  in  the  10  j^ears  1883-1892 
was  144. 

Phthisis  (Consumption)  caused  39  deaths  (41  resulted  from 
this  cause  in  1892),  giving  a rate  of*73  per  1000  living. 

Deaths  in  Public  Institutions.— Deaths  have  taken 
place  in  the  following  Public  Institutions  situated  outside  the  area  of 
the  Rural  Sanitary  Authority,  among  persons  usually  resident  therein, 
viz; — in  Basford  Workhouse  11  deaths,  in  the  Nottingham  General 
Hospital  8,  and  in  the  County  Asylum  5.  Particulars  of  these  were 
kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  Turnbull,  Mr.  Keely,  Dr.  Aplin,  and  Mr.  G.  W. 
Caunt  (Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary,  where  however,  no  deaths  had 
occurred  from  this  District).

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Zymotic  Deaths. — One  liundrod  and  seven  deatlis  have  been 
caused  during  tlie  past  year  by  one  or  other  of  the  seven  principal 
zymotic  diseases,  viz: — (1)  Small-pox,  (2)  Scarlet  Fever,  (3)  Diphtheria, 
(4)  Fevers  (including  Typhus,  Enteric  or  Typhoid,  and  other  continued 
Fevers),  (5)  Measles,  (G)  Whooping-Cough,  (7)  Diarrhoea.  This  is  31 
less  than  in  1892,  and  1-4  below  the  average  for  the  past  10  years.

A.— Notifiable  Zymotic  Diseases. 

The  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act  (1889),  which  was  adopted 
by  this  Authority  and  came  into  force  on  January  1st,  1890,  has 
continued  to  exert  a beneficial  effect  on  the  district  by  bring'ino'  to 
light  many  cases  of  dangerous  infectious  diseases,  which  would 
otherwise  not  have  come  under  sanitary  control.

The  diseases  notifiable  to  tbe  Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  those 
mentioned  in  Section  6 of  this  Act,  viz.,  small-pox,  cholera,  dij)htheria, 
membranous  croup,  erysipelas,  the  disease  known  as  scarlatina,  or 
scarlet  fever,  and  the  fevers  known  by  any  of  the  following  names : 
tyjrhus,  typhoid,  enteric,  relapsing,  continued  or  puerperal. 

From  the  above  list  the  following  diseases  have  been  notified 
during  the  past  year : scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  enteric  fever,  continued 
fever,  puerperal  fever,  erj'sipelas,  and  small  pox.  501  cases  were 
reported,  the  largest  number  yet  recorded  in  this  district. 

The  notifications  are  almost  without  exception  sent  by  the  medical 
attendant  to  whom  a fee  of  2/6  is  paid  for  each  case  occurring  in  his 
private  practice,  or  1 /-  when  occurring  in  his  jwactice  as  medical  officer 
of  any  public  body  or  institution.  About  5 °/q  of  cases  notified  in  this 
district  are  payable  on  the  lower  scale. 

Such  fees  have  during  the  past  four  years,  averaged  £47  16s.  4d. 
per  annum;  or  an  annual  average  cost  of  18s.  l|^d.  per  1000  of 
population.

Small-pox.— Ten  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  and  two 
deaths  were  recorded — one  at  Kimberley  in  January,  (which  commenced 
in  November,  1892),  and  one  at  Woodborough  in  December. 

These  ten  cases  were  probably  derived  from  five  separate  foci  of 
infection  ; aU  those  notified  in  1 893  recovered,  with  the  exception 
of  a little  girl  who  had  not  been  vaccinated. 

The  following  is  a detailed  account : — 

Case  I.  was  that  of  a miner,  a young  married  man  aged  19,  who 
lived  with  his  wife’s  parents  in  the  most  thickly  populated  part  of  East 
Kirkby,  and  who  commenced  his  illness  on  March  20th.  He  was  seen 
on  that  day  by  Dr.  Mackenzie,  who  promptly  notified  the  case  to  me. 

This  was  reported  to  you  at  your  meeting  on  March  28th,  and  I 
was  then  authorised  to  make  the  best  arrangements  possible  for  the 
isolation,  maintenance,  nursing,  and  medical  attendance  of  the  case. 

I accordingly  applied  at  once  to  Mr.  Jno.  Whyatt,  of  Basford,  to 
be  allowed  to  rent  an  old  house  which  was  then  vacant  in  an  isolated 
position  close  to  tlie  site  for  our  proposed  new  Infectious  Hospital.  He 
kindly  consented,  and  I fortliwith  had  it  cleaned,  procured  the  necessary 
bedding,  furniture,  &c.,  and  made  all  arrangements  to  receive  tlie 
patient.  A nurse  was  engaged  and  the  man  was  removed  from  Kirkby 
on  March  Slst. 
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There  were  six  other  inmates  of  the  house  whence  this  man  came  ; 
these  were  vaccinated  before  his  removal,  and  kept  at  home  until  time 
had  proved  them  not  likely  to  become  attacked.  The  house  was  dis- 
infected, cleaned,  and  lime-washed,  and  some  bedding  which  was  likely 
to  be  infected  was  burnt. 

The  man  had  a moderately  mild  attack  (he  had  3 good  vaccination 
marks),  and  returned  home  well  on  April  25th. 

A brother  of  this  patient,  was,  some  two  or  three  weeks  previously  laid 
up  with  a slight  illness  accompanied  by  a rash,  which  he  was  thought  to 
have  coutractod  in  Chesterfield,  and  our  patient  visited  his  brother  while 
ill;  the  disease,  therefore,  was  most  probably  originally  imported, 
from  Chesterfield. 

Case  II.  was  that  of  Mrs.  W.,  aged  65,  also  living  in  the  centre 
of  East  Kirkby  with  her  husband  and  step-son.  She  had  no  visible 
vaccination  marks,  but  thought  she  had  been  vaccinated  as  an  infant. 
The  husband  worked  at  the  same  pit  as  Case  I.,  otherwise  no  cause 
could  be  traced. 

She  commenced  her  illness  on  March  23rd,  the  rash,  appeared  on 
the  24th,  and  she  was  removed  to  Basford  on  the  25th.  A sharp  attack 
ensued,  but  she  made  a good  recovery  and  went  home  on-Ajrril  5th 
Her  husband  was  vaccinated  at  the  outset,  but  the  step-son  would  not 
consent  to  the  operation. 

Case  III. — This  was  the  step-son  of  the  preceding  who  had 
refused  to  be  re-vaccinated.  His  rash  appeared  on  April  9th,  but  he 
evaded  medical  advice  until  the  12th  when  he  got  worse  and  sent  for  Dr. 
Mackenzie,  who  wired  to  me,  and  the  case  was  removed  to  Basford  the 
same  day.  Thi.s  man  had  an  extremely  severe  attack,  but  recovered  and 
went  home  on  May  31st. 

Case  IV.  was  that  of  a railway  navvy,  aged  32,  married,  and 
who  was  employed  on  the  Dore  and  Totley  line,  at  Padley  Wood,  some 
8 or  9 miles  from  Chesterfield,  where  there  was  a great  deal  of  Small-pox 
at  the  time.  He  usually  came  home  to  East  Kirkby  at  each  week  end, 
but  not  feeling  well  returned  on  Thursday  April  20th  ; the  rash  developed 
on  the  22nd,  and  on  that  day  he  was  removed  to  the  isolation  house  at 
Basford.  He  had  only  two  faintly  visible  vaccination  marks,  and  had 
the  disease  in  a malignant  form,  being  unfit  to  return  home  until 
June  2Gth. 
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There  were  four  other  inmates  of  the  house  in  which  he  lived,  viz  : — 
a wife,  two  children,  and  two  lodgers — man  and  wife.  Strict  precautions 
were  taken  (including  vaccination)  as  in  Case  I.,  and  no  further  cases 
followed. 

The  house  at  Basford  was  thus  used  for  isolation  during  three 
months,  and  is  still  retained  until  we  have  some  better  accommodation, 
but  as  the  other  cases  did  not  occur  in  such  populous  places,  and  were  so 
situated  that  isolation  could  be  carried  out  effectually,  they  were  not 
removed. 

The  preceding  four  cases  were  fed,  nursed,  and  entirely  provided  for 
at  your  expense,  and  were  medically  attended  by  myself. 

Case  V.  occurred  at  Kimberley  on  May  22nd,  the  patient  being 
a man  aged  35,  who  was  able  to  be  well  isolated  and  who  made  a rapid 
recovery.  The  infection  could  not  definitely  be  traced  and  no  one  else 
took  tbe  disease. 

C.  se  VI.  was  that  of  a baby  aged  4 months,  at  Awsworth.  The 
history  was  not  very  clear,  but  the  mother,  who  was  only  making  a stay 
in  the  village,  had  been  (on  account  of  small-pox)  an  inmate  of  the 
Spittle  Boro’  Hospital.  It  was  a very  slight  case  which  soon  recovered 
and  left  the  District. 

Case  VII.  arose  at  a farm-house  at  Woodborough,  and  the 
infection  could  not  be  traced  definitely.  Tbe  man  (aged  27),  his  wife, 
(aged  also  27),  their  little  daughter  (aged  7),  and  a baby  (aged  8 months), 
were  all  attacked — the  first  two  and  the  last  simultaneously  and  very 
mildly,  but  the  little  girl  bad  tbe  disease  severely  and  eventually  died ; 
she  bad  not  been  vaccinated,  but  all  tbe  others  bad  been.  Tbis  family 
were  well  isolated  and  no  other  cases  followed. 

Sca.rlet  Fever.— One  hundred  and  sixty-one  cases  occurred 
during  tbe  year  (as  compared  with  138  in  1892),  with  7 deaths,  i.e., 
a case-mortality  of  5-07  per  cent,  and  a Scarlet-fever  death-rate  of  *13 
per  1000  of  the  population,  a rate  well  below  the  unavoidable  or 
permissible  death-rate  (about  -4  from  this  disease),  and  -1  below  the 
rate  for  the  country  generally. 

The  fatal  age  periods  were  : —

The  death-rate  from  Diphtheria  was  -IS  per  1000,  and  the  case- 
mortality  14-03  °/q. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  no  less  than  28  cases  were  notified  from  Codnor, 
and  10  from  the  adjoining  village  of  Loscoe — tbe  disease  in  those  places, 
however,  appeared  to  be  of  an  extremely  mild  type,  as  out  of  the  38 
cases  reported  no  deaths  occurred  at  Codnor,  and  only  one  at  Loscoe. 

The  deaths  ascribed  to  this  disease  took  place  at  Eastwood  (2), 
Kirkby  (2),  Papplewick  (1),  Hill  Top  (1),  Kimberley  (1). 

Enteric  Fever. — 210  cases  occurred  with  17  deaths,  12  males 
and  5 females,  a case-mortality  of  8T  (excessively  low),  and  an 
Enteric  Fever  death-rate  of  -32  per  1000,  the  rate  during  1893  having 
been  in  England  and  Wales  '23. 

The  mean  age  at  death  was  26 ‘6  years — the  oldest  fatal  case  being 
at  64,  and  the  youngest  at  4 years  of  age. 

The  excessive  rise  in  reported  cases  is  well  seen  in  September  on  the 
chart  following  page  28. 

Diarrhoea  was  also  at  its  height  at  that  time,  and,  the  large  number 
of  cases  of  both  diseases  were  probably  due  in  a great  measure  to  the 
hot,  dry  season,  and  also  in  many  cases  which  I personally  noted,  to  the 
inferior  quality  of  food  (including  fish,  vegetables,  and  fruit),  consumed 
by  a large  number  of  the  mining  population — and  specially  affecting  the 
juvenile  portion — during  the  coal  strike. 

Erysipela.S. — Among  54  cases  reported,  only  3 deaths  were 
registered. 

Puerpera.1  Fever. — The  fatalities  directly  ascribed  to  puer- 
peral fever  are  small  in  number. 

The  adoption  by  the  Eegistrar  General  of  a system  of  inquiry  for 
further  details  in  female  cases  returned  as  pyrnmia,  septicmmia, 
peritonitis,  &c.,  has  been  effective  in  eliciting  the  fact  that  these  diseases 
were  often  due  to  the  puerperal  state,  and,  therefore  to  be  classed  as 
puerperal  fever. 

B.— Non-notifiable  Zymotic  Diseases. 

Measles. — 1893  was  decidedly  unfavourable  to  this  disease 
proving  fatal.  There  was  a considerable  number  of  cases,  but  the 
reckless  exposure,  to  which  the  majority  of  parents  subject  their  children 
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during  an  attack  of  measles,  was  not  productive  of  pneumonia  and 
bronchitis,  as  is  usually  the  case  during  a less  warm  season.  Five  deaths 
only  occured — 2 at  Kimberley,  and  3 at  Selston  ; all  were  under  2 years 
of  age. 

Whoopi ngf  COUg'h  caused  21  deaths  compared  with  35 
in  1892.  Of  these  9 were  under  1 year,  and  20  under  5 years  of  age. 
1 1 took  place  at  Kirkby,  4 at  Annesley,  2 at  Eastwood,  2 at  Newthorpe, 

1 at  Hill  Top,  and  1 at  Bestwood. 

The  death-rate  was  -39  per  1000. 

Dia.rrhO0a.  prevailed  to  a great  extent  during  the  summer  and 
early  autumn,  and  was  fatal  in  46  cases — a number  which  has  not  been 
exceeded  since  1880,  when  64  deaths  were  caused  by  this  disease.  In 
July,  August,  and  September,  the  deaths  were  respectively  13,  12,  and 
16,  and  this  period  should  specially  be  noted,  as  it  was  in  those  three 
months  that  such  a large  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  enteric  fever  took 
place.  A maximum  of  deaths  during  the  year  from  diarrhoea,  and  a 
maximum  of  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  recorded  in  September. 

The  death-rate  was  -86,  that  of  England  and  Wales  -96. 

Influenza,. — 28  deaths  were  either  directly  or  indirectly  due  to 
influenza.  Eleven  of  these  occurred  in  December.  The  principal 
noticeable  features  were  that  the  majority  were  in  persons  past  middle 
life,  and  nearly  all  associated  with  pneumonia  or  bronchitis;  16  deaths 
resulted  from  influenza  in  1892,  and  39  in  1891. 

WORK  DONE— MEASURES  ADOPTED  OR  ADVISED,  ETC. 

Water. — The  principal  work  done  in  the  way  of  water  provision 
on  a large  scale  has  been  the  advancement  of  the  scheme  for  Selston. 

Mr.  Geo.  Hodson,  the  engineer  appointed  to  propound  a scheme  to 
provide  the  whole  of  the  parish  of  Selston  with  water,  presented  his 
report  to  the  Committee  on  December  22nd. 

This  report  was  adopted,  a few  further  extensions  in  the  parish 
having  been  suggested  and  agreed  to. 
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After  exhaustively  discussing  the  different  possible  sources,  Mr. 
Ilodson  finally  advises  that  the  water  from  the  Annesley  tunnel  spring 
should  be  taken,  and  he  furnished  in  his  report  the  following  interesting 
details  of  the  scheme  : — 

It  is  proposed  to  purchase  one  acre  of  ground  between  the  Midland 
Eailway  and  the  M.  S.  & L.  Eailway  and  to  sink  a well  into  the  water- 
bearing strata  below  the  level  of  the  Railway  Spring,  and  drive  such 
headings  as  may  be  necessary  to  obtain  the  full  quantity  of  water 
required  for  the  district  and  to  pump  it  from  thence  to  a Eeservoir  of 
about  150,000  gallons  capacity  on  the  high  ground  at  Annesley 
Woodhouse,  600  feet  above  sea  level,  which  is  a sufficient  height  to  fully 
command  the  highest  villages  in  Selston  Parish. 


The  land  selected  for  the  Eeservoir  is  the  very  best  piece  available, 
it  is  almost  on  the  direct  line  of  the  pumping  main  and  rises  rapidly  from 
the  main  road,  so  that  the  inlet  and  outlet  pipes  can  be  connected  to  it 
with  the  smallest  amount  of  excavation. 

Negotiations  have  been  entered  into  with  Messrs.  Coke,  Mills  and 
Coke,  on  behalf  of  the  Eev.  Mr.  Woodman,  Rector  of  Kirkby,  and  a 
letter  has  been  received  from  them,  saying  that  the  price  for  the  land  and 
way  leaves  required  for  the  Pumping  Station  may  be  taken  at  £150  • 
and  the  Duke  of  Portland,  through  his  agent,  Mr.  Turner,  has  also 
agreed  to  sell  the  Eeservoir  Site  for  £100. 

The  Eeservoir  Site  has  already  been  leased  for  mineral  purposes,  to 
the  Butterley  Company,  but  the  workings  will  not  injure  the  Reservoir, 
and  it  is  not  worth  the  while  of  the  Authority  to  purchase  the  minerals. 

The  Newstead  Colliery  Company,  under  their  lease,  have  rights 
over  the  surface  as  well  as  the  minerals  under  the  Pumping  Station  Site, 
and  have  made  these  rights  the  subject  of  negotiations  between  the 
Authority  and  the  Company,  and  it  has  been  agreed  to  supply  water 
from  the  Pumping  Main  into  pipes  to  be  laid  by  the  Company  at  the 
rate  of  sixpence  per  1,000  gallons.  This  arrangement,  although  the 
price  is  rather  less  than  is  charged  in  some  cases,  will  become  a source 
of  revenue,  and  materially  assist  in  paying  for  the  attendance  and  coal 
at  the  Pumi)ing  Station,  and  is  a very  advantageous  feature  of  the 
scheme. 
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From  the  Reservoir  at  Annesley  Wooclhouse,  a gravitation  main  will 
be  carried  along  Salmon  Lane,  direct  to  Wood  Nook,  and  the  works 
proposed  are  fully  illustrated  on  the  map  which  accompanies  this 
Report. 

The  Pumping  Machinery  will  consist  of  High  Pressure  Expansive 
Condensing  Steam  Engines  of  very  economical  type,  each  of  which  will 
he  capable  of  pumping  7,000  gallon.s  per  hour  to  the  Reservoir,  and 
when  working  together,  during  periods  of  drought  and  emergencies, 
they  can  be  made  to  deliver  14,000  gallons  per  hour  and  as  it  is  intended 
to  obtain  water  in  sufficient  quantity  to  keep  both  sets  of  machinery 
running  an  ample  supply  for  all  emergencies  will  be  assured. 

The  distribution  of  the  water  will  be  divided  into  three  districts. 
The  northern  district  will  supply  Portland  Road,  beyond  the  Mexborough 
Colliery,  Wood  Nook,  Alma,  Inkerman,  Handstubbiug,  Allen’s  Green, 
Rosemary  Hill,  Dove  Green,  Selston  Green,  Toadhole,  Selston,  and 
Beaufit  Lane,  down  to  Pinxton  Station. 

The  centre  district  will  include  Bagthorpe,  Westwood,  and  Jack’s 
Dale,  to  the  parish  boundary,  near  Tronville. 

The  southern  district  will  include  Bagthorpe,  Friesland,  Underwood, 
New  Brinsley,  Wintercloses,  and  Cordy  Lane,  to  the  Eastwood  Parish 
Boundary. 

Owing  to  the  elevation  of  the  Underwood  District  it  has  been 
necessary  to  carry  a 6 inch  pipe  as  far  as  Bagthorpe  Common,  and  a 4 
inch  pipe  forward  to  Friesland.  A length  of  4 inch  pipe  will  also  be 
necessary  from  Wood  Nook  to  Dove  Green.  Beyond  these  points  owing 
to  the  rapid  fall  of  the  ground  a thoroughly  efficient  supply  can  be  got 
through  3 inch  pipes,  and  in  the  smaller  districts  wherever  it  may  be 
properly  done  the  supply  will  be  given  from  2 inch  pipes. 

The  ground  at  the  Pumping  Station  is  nearly  500  feet  above  sea 
level,  and  the  expense  of  pumping  will  consequently  bo  reduced  to  the 
minimum.  No  filtration  of  the  water  will  be  required,  and  the  Reservoir 
will  serve  as  a cistern  for  the  entire  district,  and  it  will  only  be  necessary 
to  lay  lead  service  pipes  to  the  various  properties.  The  water  will  be 
laid  on  constantly  under  a pressure  sufficient  to  throw  an  effeclivo  fire 
jet  on  to  all  the  houses. 
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The  heaviest  part  of  the  expenditure  will  arise  in  consequence  of  the 
straggling  manner  in  which  the  population  has  been  housed  all  over  the 
district,  which  will  involve  the  laying  of  many  miles  of  unprofitable 
mains.  There  is  however  no  possible  means  of  avoiding  this  outlay,  but 
fortunately,  owing  to  the  elevated  site  which  has  been  secured  for  the 
Eeservoir,  the  mains  may  be  kept  of  the  smallest  size  without  sacrificing 
the  efficiency  of  the  work. 

The  estimates  for  the  whole  of  the  works  complete,  inclusive  of 
Land,  Well,  Pumping  Station  and  Gravitation  Mains,  Distributing 
Mains,  &c.,  throughout  the  district,  including  all  the  Sluice  Valves,  Fire 
Dydrants  and  Apparatus,  and  other  matters,  have  been  carefully  taken 
out  and  amount  to  the  sum  of  £11,800. 

An  extension  was  made  at  Kirkby  reaching  to  the  Bricklayer’s 
Aims,  near  the  new  M.  S.  & L.  Station,  and  an  order  was  made  in  July 
last  for  the  extension  of  the  Sutton  water  mains  to  Fishei-’s  Field  and 
Wesley  Street,  Kirkby. 

A large  number  of  houses  have  been  connected  with  the  public 
mains.  25  informal  notices  and  1 2 statutory  notices  have  been  served 
during  the  year,  and  these,  with  the  exception  of  3,  have  been  satis- 
factorily complied  with. 

Twenty-three  samples  of  water  have  been  examined  by  myself,  and 
3 were  submitted  to  a public  analyst ; of  the  former  13  and  of  the  latter 
2 were  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 


Isolation  Hospital. — in  my  Eeport  for  1892  I proceeded  so 
far  as  to  say  that  a central  and  suitable  site  had  been  selected  for  an 
Isolation  Hospital  by  the  Committee,  Messrs.  Hanson,  Gunn,  Lyon, 
and  W.  Walker. 

The  site  chosen  is  situated  at  Sunrise-hill,  Basford,  on  the  road 
leading  from  Bagthorpe  towards  Bulwell  Forest,  and  consists  of  a level 
field  a little  more  than  6 acres  in  extent,  lying  almost  exactly  at  the 
centre  of  the  Eural  Sanitary  District,  and  within  easy  reach  of  water, 
gas,  and  drainage  facilities. 

Mr.  Jno.  Whyatt,  the  owner,  offered  reasonable  tei’ms  to  the 
Committee  for  the  purchase  of  the  land,  and  a contract  was  signed  in 
February  to  acquire  the  site  for  £2,000. 
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At  a Committeo  Meeting,  held  on  June  3rd,  Mr.  HerLert 
Walker.  C.E.,  of  Nottingham,  was  instructed  to  confer  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  draw  uji  a rough  general  outline  of  what  was 
required ; and  this  was  submitted  to  the  next  General  Meeting  of  the 
Authority. 

The  Committee,  with  the  Clerk,  Architect,  and  myself,  on  July  5th, 
visited  the  Heathcote  Isolation  Hospital  at  Leamington,  as  that  Institution 
is  modern,  well  designed,  and  somewhat  of  the  size  required.  The 
deputation  gained  much  information  by  the  visit,  not  only  from  an 
inspection  of  the  buildings,  but  also  from  the  valuable  suggestions — 
willingly  and  courteously  offered  by  the  able  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee,  Alderman  S.  T.  Wackerill,  J.P.— as  to  the  working  ^of  the 
Hospital  and  its  general  arrangements. 

On  September  9th  Mr.  Walker’s  more  detailed  plans  were 
examined  and  adopted,  and  shortly  afterwards  were  submitted  to  the 
Local  Government  Board,  with  an  application  to  borrow  £11,000  to 
carry  them  into  effect. 

NuiSSinCGSa — A large  number  of  Common  Nuisances  have  been 
dealt  with  during  the  year — defective  ash-pits  have  supplied  the  widest 
field  for  action  and  will  do  so  for  some  time  to  come. 

Complaints  regarding  pig-styes  have  been  specially  numerous  on 
account  of  the  hot  season. 

C£ina.l  BOcltS  Act. — The  following  extracts  from  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Canal  Boats,  Mr.  William  llossell,  show  that 
useful  work  has  been  done  in  this  direction  : — 

On  referring  to  my  Journal,  I find  69  entries  therein  of  inspections 
made  in  the  past  12  months,  as  against  58  inspections  in  the  preceding 
12  months.  The  particulars  of  these  inspections  are  enumerated  below. 

Five  of  the  boats  had  no  certificates  of  registry  ; one  was  improperly 
marked  and  could  not  be  identified  with  the  owner  ; and  another  boat 
had  no  water  vessel  aboard. 

On  the  foregoing  breaches  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  being  discovered, 
immediate  steps  were  taken  by  your  Aurhority  to  have  them  remedied. 
Letters  were  written  to  the  owners  pointing  out  the  offences  that  had 
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been  committed,  and  their  responsibility  under  the  Acts,  also  the 
liability  of  the  masters.  This  action  on  the  part  of  the  Authority  has 
had  the  desired  eflPect. 

In  each  case  complained  of,  printed  certificates  were  forwarded  to 
the  responsible  parties  which  have  all  been  returned  bearing  the 
signatures  of  duly  appointed  Canal  Boat  Inspectors,  ceitifying  that  the 
complaints  have  been  remedied.  Thus  legal  proceedings  were  avoided. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  these  boats  are  now  working  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  and  Local  Government  Board 
Regulations. 

There  are  no  cases  of  overcrowding  in  the  boats  that  frequent  these 
waters.  Only  five  women,  and  two  children  under  school  age,  have 
been  met  with  living  in  the  69  boats  examined  during  the  past  year. 

No  infringements  of  the  Education  Acts  have  been  observed  in  boats. 

The  ventilation  and  cleanliness  of  the  cabins  have,  with  one 
exception,  been  found  good.  The  excejked  boat  was  sent  into  dry  dock 
by  the  Manager  of  the  Nottingham  Gas  AiVorks  for  repairs,  on  remon- 
strance being  made  to  him  as  to  the  boats’  condition  when  plying 
on  the  canal. 

No  cases  of  infectious,  or  other  serious  disease  have  been  met  with. 
Although  extra  care  and  scrupulous  search  were  bestowed  on  all  boats 
inspected  in  the  early  months  of  the  past  year,  in  accordance  with 
instructions  given  by  H.M.  Chief  Inspector  of  Canal  Boats,  at  his 
annual  visit  in  February  last,  when  there  was  great  dread  of  Cholera 
and  Small-pox.  No  such  cases  were  discovered  in  these  waters. 

During  the  coal  strike  in  this  mining  District,  which  lasted  about 
14  weeks,  nearly  the  whole  of  the  boats  which  periodically  visit  the 
canal  were  laid  up,  or  docked,  and  all  coal  traffic  ceased.  The  boatmen 
were  thrown  on  their  own  resources,  and  they  were  without  employment 
through  no  fault  of  their  own.  This  caused  considerable  suffering 
amongst  the  men  and  their  families 

Private  Street  Works  Act,  1892.— The  Local 
Government  Board  have  invested  this  Authority  with  power  to  deal  with 
Lyncroft  and  Walker  Street,  in  the  parish  of  Gre.xsley,  under  this  Act  • 
and  iMr.  S.  Taylor,  Surveyor,  Nuthall,  has  been  instructed  to  carry  out 
the  work. 
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At  the  Meeting  of  the  Authority  on  Decemher  19th,  it  was  resolved 
that  application  should  also  bo  made  to  deal  with  certain  streets  at 
Selston,  Mr.  Taylor  to  take  the  necessary  preliminary  steps  in  tlio 
matter. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  where  any  private  sireet  is  not 
sewered,  levelled,  paved,  metalled,  flagged,  channelled,  made  good  or 
lighted  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authority,  they  may 
serve  notices  upon  the  owners  to  do  any  of  the  above-mentioned  work, 
and  if  such  notice  be  not  complied  with,  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authority 
may  do  the  work  and  recover  from  the  owners  the  cost  of  so  doing. 

Dra.inslg’G. — Preparations  for  carrying  out  the  Eastwood  and 
Greasley  Sewage  scheme — the  largest  which  has  ever  been  initiated  in 
the  rural  district — have  been  steadily  proceeded  with. 

On  August  4th,  Mr.  Rienzi  Walton,  M,  I.  C.  E.,  the  inspector 
appointed  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  held  an  inquiry  in  the 
Mechanics’  Hall,  Eastwood,  to  enable  him  to  report  on  the  advisability 
of  granting  an  application  made  by  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authority  to 
borrow  £21,000  for  the  purposes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
in  the  parish  of  Eastwood,  and  in  part  of  the  parish  of  Greasley. 

The  inquiry  was  well  attended  by  ratepayers,  and  was  thoroughly 
representative. 

Numerous  communications  have  since  passed  between  the  Authority 
and  the  Local  Government  Board,  with  the  result  that  in  all  probability 
the  work  will  be  actually  commenced  in  the  early  part  of  1894. 

The  comprehensive  scheme  will  abate  many  nuisances  and  will 
abolish  many  cases  of  stream  pollution,  more  especially  affecting  the 
Erewash  and  its  tributaries. 

The  circumstances  which  led  up  to  the  necessity  for  providing  a 
system  of  drainage  for  Awsworth,  were  fully  detailed  in  my  report  for 
1892. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Authority  on  July  5th,  Mr.  Herbert  Walker 
produced  a plan  and  report  on  the  sewerage  of  Awsworth,  the  proposed 
outfall  being  the  same  which  is  provided  for  the  parishes  of  Eastwood 
and  Greasley. 
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The  plans  were  also  subsequently  laid  before  a parish  meeting  at 
Awsworth,  and  generally  approved,  but  Mr.  Walker  was  asked  to 
estimate  for  a scheme  independent  of  the  Eastwood  and  Greasley 
scheme;  this  he  agreed  to  do,  and  to  lay  before  the  Authority  a 
comparison  of  the  advantages  and  cost  of  the  two  schemes. 

The  plans  of  the  proposed  drainage  system  for  Kirkby  are  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

A scheme,  with  plans  and  estimates  for  the  drainage  of  Codnor  and 
Loscoe  have  been  prepared  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Eadford,  C.E.,  of  Nottingham, 
and  a loan  of  £2000  applied  for  to  carry  out  the  work. 

A Local  Government  Board  inquiry  was  held  at  Crossbill  and 
Codnor  School,  on  June  16th,  at  11  a.m.,  by  Col.  Halstead,  the  Inspector 
appointed  to  hold  the  inquiry. 

The  Local  Government  Board  wrote  under  date  August  7th,  stating 
that  a memorial  had  been  received  from  ratepayers  of  the  parish  of 
Codnor  and  Loscoe,  as  to  the  application  of  the  Eural  Sanitary  Authority 
of  the  Basford  Union  for  sanction  to  borrow  £7,000  for  the  purposes  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal.  Having  regard  to  the  heavy  eost  of  the 
scheme  and  to  the  ratable  value  of  the  district,  it  appeared  to  the  Board 
to  be  very  desirable  that  the  Authority  should  further  consider  the  matter 
with  a view  of  determining  whether  it  would  be  practicable  to  provide 
for  the  sewerage  of  the  district  at  a less  cost  by  a modification  of  the 
scheme. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  carried  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Authority  held  on  September  12th  ; — 

“ That  the  Rnral  Sanitary  Authority  having  had  before  them  the 
subjects  of  the  sewering  and  sewerage  disposal  of  Codnor  during  the  last 
seven  years,  and  there  having  already  been  three  inquiries  thereon  by 
the  Local  Government  Board  in  the  jjarish,  consider  that  there  has  been 
sufficient  consideration  given  to  the  question,  and  that  the  plans  now 
before  the  Local  Government  Board  correctly  represents  what  requires 
to  be  done  in  efficiently  dealing  with  the  drainage  of  the  place,  and  that 
the  Authority  regret  that  they  are  unable  to  suggest  any  modification  of 
the  scheme.  They,  therefore,  leave  the  application  for  a loan  of  £7,000 
to  carry  out  the  proposed  scheme  of  drainage  of  the  parish  in  the  hands 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  to  bo  dealt  with  ns  they  think  fit.” 
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A letter,  dated  4th  October,  was  received  from  the  Local  Govern, 
incut  Board,  relative  to  the  application  of  the  Authority,  for  sanction  to 
liorrow  £7,000  for  the  purposes  of  the  drainage  of  Codnor-cuin-Loscoe, 
stating  that,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  day  in  which  the  last  inquiry 
was  held  was  pay  day  for  the  colliers,  and  inconvenient  for  many  ^ ho 
might  have  attended  to  give  evidence,  and  by  regard  to  the  heavy  cost 
ofUie  proposal,  they  thought  it  desirable  that  the  inquiry  should  bo 
re-opened,  and  such  new  inquii’y  would  be  held  when  arrangements 
permitted. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  date  of  this  fourth  inquiry  had  not  been 
fixed. 

Elementa.ry  Schools. — Alterations  have  been  made  in  the 
sanitary  arrangements  at  the  Kirkby  Woodhouse  School.  The  closets 
and  ashpits  at  this  school  were  far  too  near  the  class  rooms,  and  the  ashpits 
were  much  too  large.  They  have  now  been  built  of  a reasonable  size 
and  at  a proper  distance  from  the  school. 

The  National  School,  Linby,  was  closed  on  account  of  Dii)htheria 
among  some  of  the  soholars,  by  my  advice  on  March  25th,  and  during 
the  absence  of  rho  children,  the  large  midden  ashpits  were  emptied  of 
their  contents  and  filled  up  with  earth,  and  pail  closets  substituted. 

At  the  Mill  Lane  School,  Codnor,  the  privies  and  ashpits  have  been 
moved  to  a greater  distance  from  the  school  rooms. 

The  Burton  Joyce  School  was  closed  on  account  of  scarlet  fever 
from  July  21st,  to  September  4th. 

I inspected  and  reported  on  the  Eudding^cn  Schools  in  August  with 
special  reference  to  the  condition  of  the  Temperance  Hall  (mixed') 
school. 

This  was  in  an  insanitary  condition  and  the  Committee  very  properly 
decided  to  no  longer  use  this  as  a school,  but  to  provide  more  accommodation 
on  their  other  school  site. 

The  Bunny  School  was  closed  from  October  Slst,  to  November  27th, 
on  account  of  the  existence  of  scarlet  fever  in  that  village  and  at 
Bradmore.  The  children  from  the  latter  village  attend  the  Bunny 
School. 

Some  alterations  are  also  in  progress  at  the  Brinsley  Moor  School,

The  sanitation  of  the  Elementary  Schools  is,  though  mentioned  last, 
far  from  being  the  least  important  matter  with  which  you  as  a Sanitary 
Authority  have  to  deal.  The  existing  arrangements  are  by  no  means 
adapted  in  all  cases  to  promote  the  health  of  the  scholars  or  teachers. 

The  considerable  number  of  hours  per  week  which  the  children  and 
the  instructors,  under  the  present  exigencies  of  modern  education,  are 
required  to  spend  in  the  school  room,  call  for  much  better  methods  of 
ventilation  and  Avarming  than  those  I usually  meet  with. 

I have  to  acknowledge  the  universal  courtesy  extended  to  me  by  the 
School  Committees  in  the  district,  and  by  their  Officers  who  have  on  all 
occasions  co-operated  in  helping  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases,  and  also  in  the  majority  of  cases,  have  carried  out  my 
recommendations  regarding  school  sanitation.
